A REPLY ¢ Lieutenant-General Burcorne’s letter to his 
Constituents. Octavo, pp. 46, Wilkie. 
HE Writer of this pamphlet enters into a full difqui- 
fitioh of the contents of General :Burgoyne’s addrefs 
to his conftituents; and whil: he feels for the ‘unfortunate 
condition to which that officer is reduced, he carinot help 
confidering him as the caufe of his own misfortunes; and 
attributes his want of fuccefs, in a igreat meafure, to his 
own imprudence. After paying a very handfome compli- 
ment to the General’s merit and bravery, he proceeds to 
examine how far his conduct in Ameri¢a, confidering his, fi- 
tuation previous to the convention of Saratoga, was equal to 
the expectations which might have been formed from a com- 
mander of his knowledge and experience. j 

“ AFTER your furrender to the American army, in 
your private letter to the Secretary of State you expreffed 
your “ confidence in the juftice of the King and his coun- 
cils to fupport the General they had thought proper to ap- 
point to a#arduous an undertaking, and under as pofitive a 
direction, as a Cabinet ever framed.”—It is not difficult to 
trace up to thefe words the firft caufe of difference betwixt 
you and the American Secretary of State. _ Senfible of ha- 
ving loft an army ; of having deprefled the hopes of your 
country ; of having elated the {pirit of her enemies; of ha- 
ving terminated a career moft brilliant in its commencement 
by a very fatal difafter ; you anticipated: in your own mind 
the natural effect, and employed your thoughts towards your 
own juttitication. You naturally had recourfe to your or- 
ders; and there you found, or you pretended to find; as po- 
If you could 
perfuade the world of this, the inference you imagined would 
then follow, that you was to move forward at all events ; 
that you had done your duty by urging on a ftraight courfe, 
and confequently they alone mui be criminal, who, igno- 
rant of the face of the country, and deficient in information 
with regard to the difpofition of its inhabitants, gave you a 
piitive direction which you could not avoid obeying, though 
your obedience mutt neceffarily involve yourfelf and your 
army in inextricable ruin. Whereas an implicit obedicace 
was the only part you had to obferve, you could not be cen- 
fured for want 6f prudence ; nor could you be blamed for 
want of judgment, where you was precluded by your orders 
from making any exercife of it. 

In this ictter you therefore fairly joined iffue with the Ca- 
binet upon the fenfe of your initructions. You did not at- 
tempt to fay that difficulties had arifen too great for human 
valour to overcome, too dillant for human judgment. to 
forefee ; but you gave them to underftand, that if you had 
been rath and imprudent, it was becaufe their. orders com- 
pelled you to rafhnefs and imprudence. 

What may really be the nature of your orders J will not 
pretend to determine. If we admit them to be as po/tive as 
a Cabintt erer framed, {till you will not be juttifiable, if 
you appear to have ated with imprudence, a contrary to 
the fuggeltions of reafon and experiffice. The inttruétions 
of an officer can never be fo underftood by him as to imply 
abfurdity ; nor can his command be fo conitrued as to have 
defeat for its purpofe, ‘This doétrine holds good in general. 
Let us apply it to your particular cafe, 

You was appointed to the command of an army equal to 
the moit arduous attempt. Your troops were healthy, and 
well difciplined: your officers of approved courage, and di- 
ftinguifhed reputation. As in all probability the enemy 
all truft much to the ftrength of their potts, you was fur- 
nifhed with the bett train of artlilery that was, perhaps, ever 
allotted to fecond the operatioss of fuch an army as yours. 
It was hoped, by thofe who had planned the expedition, 
that the whole decifive advantage would attend the firlt ef- 
forts of fo powerful a force. Expectations were formed that 
your fuccefs in your ont-fet would have very beneficial effeéts 
upon the difpofition of the inhabitants ; and that Canada it- 
felf would furnifh you with a numerous militia acquainted 
with the fituatioa and ttreagth of the country. It was jud- 
ged probable, that thofe who miglit be inclined to refilt, 
would difperfe ‘at your approach; while every new fuccets 
would add confiderably to your numbers, by inducing the 
friends of Government to declare themfelves, when they be- 
helda force in which they might place confidence, 

Nor do thefe hopes appear to have been altogether ill- 
founded. —You fet out upon vour expedition with zeal, and 
viclory for atime feemed to attend your progrefs: "‘Ticonde- 
rago, which the enemy had fortified at immenfe labour and 
expence, Was cvatuated epon your appearance before it ; the

Such, at one time, was your fituatipn. It fuddenly 
changed; and (from what circumftances, it would be incon- 
filtent with the prefent purpofe to enquire) was foon entire- 
ly reverfed. You difpatched Lieut. Colonel Baum with 500 
men to gain poffellion of a magazine at Bennington, where. 
the enemy was fuppofed to have made a large depofit of va- 
rious neceffarics. Colonel Bi "8 corps was pofted at 
Batten-kill to foppert Colonel Baum, if it thould prove ne- 
ceflary. Colonel Baush, upon a near approach, haying re- 
ceived intelligence of the numbers of the enemy, who were 
too itvong to be attacked by his force with any t of 
fuccefs, difpatched an exprefs to you with an account df his 
fituation. You gave orders to. Colonel Breymati to march 
forward, and reinforce Colonel Baum. Before, however, the 
latter could be joined, the enemy attacked him in his pott, ° 
and, after a brave defence, the Colonel himfzIf was wound - 
ed, and his whole party made prifoners. On the evening of 
this fatal day, Colonel Breyman arrived upon the fpot, where 
in the mornitig, Coldiel Baum had been-defeated.. His 
troops, wearied by a toilfome march, and dittreffed at the 
difappointment, were immediately attacked by the enemy, | 
and, after a gallant refiltance, were obliged to retreat, lea- 
ving two pieces of artillery upon the field. Your army had 
now loft near 800 men; and-it will be readily conceived, 
how much thefe defeats contributed to infpire the enemy. 
In fact, they. were affemnbiling frdm all parts; the whole 
country, fo far from affifting, was rifing up in arms againft 
you, and difficulties were crouding upon you, no leis for= 
midable than numerous. You began to feel the want of 
provifions ; the roads were broken up ; the face of the coun- 
try was intérfected with creeks, and covered with large tim- 
ber trees, which the enemy had cut down to obec your 
march ; you was. made fenfible ‘that.every inch of ground 
would be difputed ;.and yet, inftead of providing for your 
retreat, and accommodating your meafures to your fituation, 
you thought fit to crofs the Hudfon's river, inorder to force 
your way to Albany. Had you, at-this time, or you: _. 
have, in reafon, any hopes of fucceeding in the attempt ? 
Melancholy experience had cénvinced you, that- the -prefa~ 
med circumftances upon which the had been formed in 
England, and which were effential to its fuccefs, had no 
longer any foundation. Before you crofled the Hudfou’s- 
river, you fhould have confidered with yourfelf, whether, if 
your fituation at that time could have been made known to the 
Cabinet which framed your orders, a man could be found in 
that body who would ftill command you to proceed. Either 
you forefaw the difficulties that were ing for you, or 
you was ignorant of the true ftate of your fituation. If the 
latter were the cafe, your judgment cannot remain unim- 
peached. If, on the contrary, you had eftimated them juft- 
ly, however pofitive might be your. orders, and whatever — 
might be your ideas of criminality in difobeying them, your |. 
regard for your country should have taught you to difregard 
every perfonal confideration, and you thould have endea- 
voured to promote her true intereft, carelefs 
might fall upon you, or to whole refentme 
expofed. The moft eminent aad illuftriog 
not hefitated in cafes of public ffity, to violate the laws 
of the land, when evidently condiicive to the public benefit, 
and have trufted to the generofity of their countrymen. to 
indemnify them againft the confequences. The fuppofition 
which you make, that “ your army was meant to be hazard- 
ed, perhaps circumftances might require that it fhould be 
deveted,’’ is too romantic for ferious confideration. Such 
reafoning might become the captain of a fire-thip, or the 
leader of a forlorn hope ; but that it can apply-to an army . 
of ten thoufand men, under any circumftances, is rather im 
probable ; that it could, in your fituation, was abfolutely 
inpoffible. * 

I apprehend thefe conclufions to be evident; That no or- 
ders can, in their nature, be fo pofitive as not to leave fome 
fome difcretion in the commander appointed to carry them 
into execution.—Your fituation required that you thould 
enjoy that diferetion, and further, If any orders conld be 
fo pofitive, that to aét in contradi¢tion to them, however 
great the inducement, would fubje& the commander to 
punifhment, it was your duty to have incurred this rifk.”
